Kurbpatkin May Be Succeeded 
by Linevltch end Viceroy 
Recalled. 



Liaoyang, Sunday, Sept. ll.-^(D«lay- 
od.)— iThe Japanese are CT^atly disup- 
■pointwl at the failure' of their plans to 
imiKise a linal conflict upon the lin.s- 
sians at Liaoyiins in the hope of break- 
ing tip the jiresenl Uussian iirniy. iu 
Manchuria. Thoy are no.w pushing re- 
inforcements and KUpplieS' northward iu 
every possible way. usiiif; .boiits ou the 
Liao river and its tributaries, while ail 
the native roads leading' into Liaoyang 
arc tilled with wheelliarrows and other 
vonveytuices carrying' ^rain and ammu- 
nition" into the Chinese city, wlicre, it 
is- , expected, . Field Marshal . 'I^Iaratiis 
Oyniria', the ' c6mmander-in^hief,-:h'aa es-. 
itablislied hi.s headquarters. Tli'ero is 
every indication, therefore, that the Ja- 
panese intend to torce, if possible, a de- 
cisive battle with the Russians. 

In the past the .Tapanese have de- 
clared their liclief that the Rnssiiins 
.were usinj? dum-diim bullets, basing 
their contention on tlie vicious woniuls 
made by the bullets when they struck, 
and they now claim that they Jiiive 
proved their case by the fact that they 
found duni-<luiii iiniinunitiiin in their 
lield ciinipment ca|)liired at Liaoyang. 
This evidence is not considered con- 
clusive, hoivever. 

The impression was held in XIaoya'iK 
that the Russians had destroyed the 
i-ailway 'between there and Miikdoii, but 
an examination of the line as far north 
as possible, showed it to lie ever.vwbere 
intact. This is taken to indicate riint 
the Ku.ssians propose to nse. the line 
acain. Thoy posted proch.niatioiis along 
the line- warning the (.'liiiiese nut lo 
damage it, under penalty of future pnii- 
ishmont. 

It is now reported, on good iiiitlionty, 
in some of the assaults made by the 
JaiiaiK'se niion the Itussian trenches be- 
fore Liaoyang on Septemln'r ,1 and 'X 
the attaekeis, at some places, lost i" 
killed or wounded 90 per cent, of the 
iiiinihers engaged.

a notion to pull olf the nandkercihief. 
Then, however, iio t<aw the luuzzlo of a 
ibig revolver pointed at 'iiis face, and 
also noticeil rwo other armed men 
cJiunbiiig down over tho teiidui-. I u reply 
to a remark by Scott that he thought it 
was a joke, the mau said: "It is no 
joke.

A Winnipeg Explorer Who Spent 
Eighteen Moritht There Gives 
GioMing Account. 



Mr. Alex. Liviii;,'sione iias retunioi 
111 the city from the I'eace river conn 
try, where he sijciu ei^;lite<'ii months 
exploring for coal and timber, says tlie 
\Vllini;peg Free I'ress. He went to 
the liead .water.'; of the I'eace and ex- 
plored the region thoroughly. Last 
winter he covered .000 miles on siiow- 
.sliees, each man of the party carrying 
his own outlit on his back. Owing to 
the dilllenlty of transporting supplies, 
no i)rovisiuns. with the exception of 
lea, were taken, and lish and game 
were entirely depended upon for sus- 
leuance. .\lr. Ivivingslone's appearance 
woiihl iiulicatc that the fare wa.-i ■ not 
bad. 'I'lie jiarty sle))t out every night, 
wiiiler and summer, without other cov- 
ering liiau their blanket and only on 
a few Occasions siill'ei-ed diseoinfon. 

Mr. Livinj;sioiii' stall's that there are 
vast tracts of niaj-'iiiliceiit land in the 
territory traversed by him, and de- 
clares it is the coming section iu the 
We.st. He says oiiu cannot get a < 
cciieeptiou jOf the richness of the 
county by merely traversing vthe 
wiitePwnya and making observations 
from the embanknients. The country 
must be traversed and investigated in 
detail to gain a proper knowledge of 
(lie v;ihie of tlie land for agricultural 
and jither industrial luirpo.^es. 

,Mr. I,ivingst<nie is strongly ol the 
opinion that the country will settle 
uji r;ipidly as seim as it is made ac- 
cessible by the constriietion of rail- 
loails. He met parties or cattlemen 
from the western states looking fi'ir 
suitable cattle ranges. Those whom 
he spoke to were highly pleased with 
the country. .They . thought it would 
become a great cattle district, and 
:\ir. Livingstone' is of the same opinion. 

Speaking of his explorations for 
timber and coal, Mr. Livingstone said 
lie had been most successful, as his 
reports, which arc at present c-ontidcn- 
tial, to the comiianies he reju'esents 
will show. It is understood that he 
was Ki.'nt out in the interests of a rail- 
way company ami also hy a ((i\i])le of 
private corporations.

The News-Advertiser publishes a state- 
meut (from Mr. Babcock, which it claims 
as an endorsation of its position and of 
Mr. iProfontaine's action. Even a; casual 
roading of tlie interview with Mr. Bab- 
cock, as published in .the ' Nows-Adver- 
i4ser, dpes pot /in'j^n^ "^ayjjjoar out the 
Jiit'ter's edifdnai' assertions.Vjrbu^ as a 
jnntter of 'fact,' confirms wihat ajjpeared 
ju tho Colonist. Tho Colonist did not 
•condemn Mr. Prefontaine's 'action in 
estttbliahiug a close season on the Fraser 
Biv^; but in making the close season 
apply to the whole of the I'rovlnce, 
.wJrich is in no way justifietl. Mr. Bab- 
.eock is quoted by the No\vs-u\dvertiser

Advices which have been re- 
ceived airiiidicatc that tho election will 
be held at an curly date, in all proba- 
bility in No.vemhor, the earlier pi-ognos- 
Ticatioiis in regard to the date being con- 
ru inod l.y later advices. There has been 
little doubt for some time that the elec- 
tions would bo held this fall. The huge 
ostiniutes of the last session of Pariia- 
ineiit, the visits of Cabinet ministers in 
vai'ious diroctioas who iiave boon mak- 
ing profuse inomisos, nnd the contem- 
plated "building of the Grand Trunk I'a- 
cifio all point in the: one direction. The 
duty of Conservatives is plain, and that 
is to 1)0 ready for tlio fray by complet- 
ing all iiecossary arrangements. 

A LESSOX IN THRIFT. 

Tho little Ueiinblic of Punama, with 
its record of disorder and unbusinesslike 
methods, in one particular, nevertheless, 
is teaching a lesson to the nations. It 
has .sot aside .$0,000,000 of the .flO.OOO,- 

000 paid to it for tho canal concession 
by the United States as a perniau'out 
investment in mortgages. Tlio gatiu-- 
day Evening Post says that American 
cnitics have found something very amus- 
ing in this, not realizing that the exam- 
ple contains something x^vy worthy of 

' imitation by nldi.'r and larger nations. 
' Very few of the governments of the 
I world realize the importance of koopiiig 
tlio Interest account on the isglit side of 
tho kxlger. They all go heavily into 
del)t without apparently much thought 
of the r.=-sponsibilitio.s being imiiosed 
upon postei'ity, ■who will have heavy 
burdens to bear, instead of being assist- 
ed by the efforts at saving of those who 
come before thoiii. Finaiicic-rs never se- 
riously try to get ahead and leave a 
surplus well invested as a provision 
a.u-ainst the inevitable rainy day. Some 
governments it is pointed out do have 
proiliu-tivo invostnionls like railroads 
and telegraphs, but it is because they 
want to have tlieso to run nnd not with 
a view to creating assets out of them. 
Seventy years ago the United .States had 
.•jiliTiOOO.OOO in tho treasury ami no debts, 
but distributtnl it all among the various 
states, and very shortly aftenvard8;:wiui 
in debt again and had not the': where- 
with to pay ita bills.

Tho Japanese are taking In the possl- 
bllltlos of rice culture in Louisiana and 
Texas. A number of them attuched to 
tao comuilsslons for representing their 
country at the \Vorld's Fair have recently 
bce;i down to Louisiana, .lud their impres- 
sions are of prucilcal interest from the 
fact that they have begun negotiations 
for the purchase of lauds and the locating 
of Japanese colonists. They were, pleased 
with the lands, with the opportunities 
they found, und with the chances for de- 
vcloinuent along lines familiar to them. 

Tho first elforts of the colonists will be 
lu the direction of raising rice for seed. 
The Japanese are Intensive farmers, and 
wl.U be- satisfied with the product of a 
few acres per man, but thut product will 
ho of tho very highest value. 

During tho trip of tho visitors it was ro- 
vouled that great possibilities wore recog- 
iil/ed In tho way of paper making. The 
eoarse.^t paper of Japan Is made out of 
, nee straw. It appears, as is also tho 
Unest, and the great (luautlty of rice 
sirav.- that Is burned up- and thrown into 
fie rivers and bayous Of the South filled 
the Japanese visitors with enthusiasm as 
they reallzi'd what a good turn they could 
do in ntllizlnz this waste product. 

lildlng along tho railroad thev also saw 
tho groat opportunities that exist for tho 
utilization of the willow, trees of tho far 
Southern country, tor the Japanese use 
tho bark for llbrc, the shoots for baskets, 
etc., and the wood for pulp, and thoy 
n-eogniz.- an alnioat Illimitable Held for 
the e.-i. ri-ise of their skill lu working up 
till- ^ario^ls parts of the willow.

Regulating the 

Sate of Bread 



Chief of Police Arranging for the 
Proper Enforcement of Civic 
^ By-Law. 



Its Chief Provisions Set Forth 
for the Benefit ot General 
Public. 



Ou the suggestion of a resident, who 
roquested' the council to take st(>l)^^ to 
ascertain if the provisions of tlu^ by- 
law regu'lnting the sale of bread wore 
bi'in^ observed, Chief of Police Lnngloy 
ubtaiuLd ii number ot copies of the by- 
law aud detailed a uuniber of consta- 
bles -to distribute the same amongst Vac 
bakers for the Jatters' guidance. As the 
enforcemoiit of the by-law is n matter 
of general interest, its provisions arc 
here-vvitli reproduced: 

"AU bread spld or offered for sale in 
Uie city of Victoria, in whatewr shape, 
form OP ^hidn, jnust be loaves of one 
pound an4;a-.;liatt.,.aud three pouuds 
avoirdupois 'weight'Tespcctivcly, and the 
price charged therefor shall be at a rate 
per pound, apd oio person shall soil or 
oiler for BUle any bread except bv 
weigiht. Provided always • tliat for 
bread made twenty-four heurs and over, 
one ounce light woiglit shall be nllowiKl 
for every pound and a 'halt of bread, 
but whpnever such -allowance in wci^iit 
shall be elaiinoKl the burden ot pidot ni 
ri'si>oot of the time when the bread ni 
resi>e<'t of which -such all(jwancc shall 
111! claimed, was liaked, sold or cxiioscd 
for sale,, shall devolve upon the defend- 
ant j^OIjbakfc. Of such bre.id. 
^ "Nothingiln . the Inst preceding section 
contained shall bo construed or cxteiid- 
<■(! to prevent bakers or other pcrsmis 
from selling «ny Frencb or fancy loaf 
of broad or <-urrant loaves, liisciiit.'^, 
buns, rolls, oraekors. mnlllns. or any 
otlier fancy cakes commonly, niadi' in llu- 
trade. l'roviilc<l always that every 
baker who sells llie forms of bread re- 
ferred to sliall also bake ;ind sell the 
loaves in tlu; jyreeedin^' seelion rcri'i-re(l 
to.

"It shall b(> lawful f.ir tlio -liii-f of 
l)i;li<-e anil puliri' cdMstaliles iil' tin? said 
city anil ev<'ry (if them, and for the 
mcdieal liealtli ollircr and sanit;iry olli- 
cer and any other iiersnn the niayiu' may 
api)oint. ill all reasonable hours, to enter 
into and insiiecl and examine every 
bakery and baker's slioj) ' ami other 
liuililin^' and ])ri'misi's in llie city <if \'ie- 
toria. whero any bi'eati is or shall be 
liakeil. stored or de|iosilcil. or oflcrod fur

intended to bo used in the makipg' of 
broad for sale .shall be found in any 
bakery itv shop, or on the premises there- 
of, the chief of police or other police 
constable or other person finding tbe 
name slnill take away two simill samples 
thereof for the purpose of evidence, one 
f(n- analysis aiHl the other for identifi- 
cation. 

"ICvery per.son making for sale oi- sell- 
ing any bread, or having or offering for 
sale, or delivery upon, or after sale, or 
in supply of contract, or being in pos- 
session or in ch.'irge of any iirend for 
■sale or delivery ■within the said city o.r 
of any bakery or sho]) in the said city, 
for the making of bread, or of any v"e- 
Jiicle, truck or barrow, shall ujioii the 
request of the chief of iMilicc or any po- 
lice constable or meinber of the police 
force'tTf the paid city, or any otlier per- 
son apjioiiited by the mayor as afore- 
said, submit to and iwrinit and assist 
the inspwtion, weighing and e.vaiuiua- 
tion of studi bread under this by-law, 
andn als-o the inspection of such vehicle, 
truck, barrow or basket for the deliv- 
ery of bread, and also .such bakery or 
shop and all bread therein, and also all

SHWAGb: DISPOSAL PLANT. 

Description of tho Modern System Sug- 
gested for -VictoriJi. A 

The provincial government are calling 
for tenders for the construction of a 
sewage disposal plant at "Vernon gaol, 
and a Coloinst reporter was informed 
on enquiry that the method it was pro- 
posed to adopt 'Was that of the septic 
t;ink and contact beds, the use of the 
latter being iieci-ssitiited since the con- 
tour of the iiropcrly do not render irri- 
gation or soil luirilication practicable. 

'I'lie sewage being colb-i'ted by ordinary 
sewers is lirst conveyed to a catidi pit, 
where foreign substances are detaineil, 
from which il Hows into a septic tank; 
ill whii-li by au<icrabic action the solu- 
ble matters in the .sewage are broken 
down and changed so that the etilueiit 
is readily vitrified. 

The contact beds are double, two pri- 
mary and two secondary, one of eac'h 
being used at one time, aud the efllue'it 
from the tank can be diverted at will to 
cither series. 

The materiaj in tho contact bcds.ria 
broken stone over which the sewage is 
pread in their films, ami the interstices 
bi'tweeii the slones being large, a plenti- 
ful sujiply of the necessary oxygen is 
olitaineil, ll^..a short time colonies of 
aendiic ba<'teria spread with amazing 
rapidity, imd effoct a still greater degree 
of purihcation of tltiO tank efHuent, 
which (in spite of the wild statements 
fre<iuently made), is practically nothing 
but liquid manure. 

The consensus of scipnlifie oiiiiiioii is 
that a sejitic ttink oftluent reiiuircs don 
blc contact before it is snllleieiitly puri- 
fied to be allowed to discharge into a 
watereoiirsi , hence the efllucnt aft<'r 
passing through the primary is diroctiHl 
.ui>oii the swondary \hh\ where tlio puri- 
f.ving prrx'css is repented, after wliieh 
it is considered •innocuous. The method 
liero described is based generally on tho 
principles, wlijcli, to a great extent, gov- 
ern t'lie construction of the two systems 
of sewage purification designed by Col. 
Ducat and Jfr. F. W. Stoddart respec- 
tively, though;, it is as well to remark 
that the forpipf gluitltnnau does not use 
the septic tank in connection with his 
bed. 

The system is known as the "eoiitinu- 
oils contaet," and is mitomatic except 
when at eonsiilerahlc intervals it may 
be adrisable to divert tlie How from 
one lied to the other. 

This method, Ix'ing a pun^ly biological 
one, should not l>(> confounded with fil- 
tration, though contact beds are fre- 
quently eriHuieously termed filter beds.

In the course' of the cross-examination 
the witne-ss .. became somewhat confused 
bet wcBU the' two chairs. In regard to 
.the item in tlie information, "one ward- 
robe," 'nuioiig the' articles-said to'be miss 
ing. (he dcfenco put in the orifilmil in 
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lirilish tr,iiii]i slenmer llousa- 
lonic. has arrivc'l iil San I'^ra ncis 'o.
